owell declared that the 
functions of the mayor are 
not so great as to justify 
alloting a separate room for 
that purpose, adding that 
there are already several 
conference rooms for coun- 
cil and public use. 

This includes, he said, 
conference rooms in the en- 
gineer’s office, the adminis- 
trator’s office and behind 
the City Council Chambers. 

The room in question is 
located in the northeast por- 
tion of the City Hall, with the 
treasurer’s office on one 
side and the Police Depart- 


ment on the other. 

The change is only a small 
part of an overall reorgani- 
zation of the building since 
the County Health Depart- 
ment offices moved out. 

Administrator Turner has 
already moved his offices 
into the vacated Health De- 
partment offices in the 
south portion of the build- 
ing. Other offices including 
clerk and treasurer are 
being relocated to allow for 
better emplacement of 
equipment. 

But council attention 
seems riveted on the stor- 
age room. 

Mayor Jackson called it a 
“multi-use room .. . for 
staff, council and mayor.”

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Sales, use taxes 
issued for month 


SACRAMENTO — The 
City of Albany will receive 
$43,000 as its share of 
the $113.6 million being dis- 
tributed to cities and coun- 
ties in the November alloca- 
tion of local sales and use 
tax funds. 

The distribution is the 
third in the 1976 third quar- 
ter, most of it coming from 
the Bradley-Burns one’ per- 
cent sales and use tax to 
cities and counties. 

Other nearby. cities re- 
ceiving funds include Ber- 
keley, $374,000; Emeryville, 
$82,500; and El Cerrito, 
$110,000. 

Alameda County will re- 
ceive $550,000 from the sales 


$1,125,000 from the one- 
fourth percent local trans- 
portation fund. 

According to William M. 
Bennett, chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization, 
cities will receive more than 
$73.8 million, counties in ex- 
cess of $13.1 million, for a 
total of $87 million. Counties 
also will receive $21.75 mill- 
ion from the one-fourth per- 
cent local sales and use tax 
for the county local trans- 
portation fund. 

The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District 
will get $4.85 million from 
the additional half percent 
sales tax paid in Alameda,
